Northeast of Ypres, in Flanders, British 
troops have forced German pgsts to retire across the Steenbeke 
iver, which lies east of the Ypres-Thorout railway, and in the region 
of Langemarck Field Marshal Haig’s men held their gain and re- 

| established their line on the eastern bank of the river, an 

Elsewhere ,from the coast to St. Quentin, the artillery firing 
has increased in some sectors, the most important being in the en- 
virons of Lens, by the Canadians. 

French reconnoitering parties have penctrated the German lines 
near Reims, in two places. Elsewhere, in Champagne, as well as at 
Cerny, on the Aisne front and in the Carspach section, the French 
repulsed German surprise attacks, 

The Russians and Roumanians have checked for the time being 
the offensive of Field Marshal von Mackensen in the region of 
Fokshani, while in western Moldavia; the Roumanians continue suc- 
cessfully their counter offensive. In the Ocna-Grozechti region the 
Austro-Germans have been dislodged from Slanic as well as from the 
heights south of Grozechti. North of Fokshani the Russians and 
oumanians beat back several strong attacks by the enemy. Berlin 
reports continued heavy fighting around Fokshani, claims little ad- 
vances for the Teutons and says Russo-Roumanian attacks were

FOR ROBBERY 
NEAR ESTEVAN 


Confessions Made By Two Of 
Them—$3,600 Taken From 
American,

REGINA, Sask., Aug. 14.—Four ar- 
rests have been made in connection 
with the highway robbery near Este- 


van and two confessions made. Be- 
sides Jack Bloomfield, taken in 
charge last night, those arrested were 
Louise Connors, at Estevan; John 
Yovanovitch, alias John Malih, in Re- 
gina; Johnny Brown, colored, at 
Moose Jaw. 

According to the confessions made 
by Louise Connors and Yovanovitch, 
the entire party including Roberts, be- 
longed to a gang. Roberts who also 
goes under the alias of Percy Man- 
ning, it is claimed, skipped from Win- 
nipeg with his sweetheart, Louise 
Connors, and money obtained from the 
other men on false pretences, The 
other three followed them to Moose 
Jaw. On Monday morning they went 
to Midale, hearing Roberts was in 
that vicinity. As they stepped from 
the train Roberts boarded it for Este- 
van. In an hotel at Midale they lo- 
cated Loyise Connors, stole from her 
a gold watch, chain, money and re- 
volver, and then cut to pleces a suit 
of clothes belonging to Roberts. 
Bloomfield was left to guard the wom- 
an and the other two started in a car, 
driven by Carl Berndt, for Estevan 
in pursuit of Roberts. The latter ac- 
cepted an invitation to drive back to 
Midale and on the way he was beaten 
up, arid the money, $3,600, taken from 
him, besides everything on his person, 
including his clothes, wr mon ting. ope

Jaw. Bloomfield was arrested at Pas- 
qua, the other two evading arrest for 
the time being by jumping from the 
train, 

When an automobile party picked 
up Roberts, they at first believed him 
insane and he had a hard time making 
them believe his story and to take 
him back to Estevan, wrapped up in 
an auto rug. 

It is believed the $3,600 is the pro- 
ceeds of visits paid to the various 
fairs by members of the gang. It has 
not yet been recovered.

Colonial - Secretary Makes 
Statement‘In The British 


House.

LONDON, Aug. 14. (Via Reuter’s 
Ottawa Agency.)—In the house of 
commons today during discussion of 
the colonial office vote, Right Hon. 
Walter Hume Long, secretary of state 
for the colonies paid a warm tribute 
to the overseas armics of the British 
Dominions. 

Mr. Long said that the fine part 
played by the Dominions and crown 
colonies in the warrequired no special 
description. The part which the Do- 
mintons’ troops had taken was well 
known to the world and especially to 
our enemies, They had made their 
mark. Whether they came from Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, Canada, New- 
foundland or South Africa, they had 
shown themselves worthy of the best 
traditions of the British army and no 
greater praise than that could be 
bestowed on any soldier, 

He was constantly receiving proofs 
of the admiration of the native races 
for Great Britain, of their lovalty to 
the king and their devotion to British 
interests. In this connection the col- 
onial secretary read messages from 
British East Africa and the Indian as- 
sociation of Zanzibar. Referring to 
gifts in kind he said that, while many 
of them were small, it was not the 
amount but the spirit of the gift that 
mattered, 

The Dominions had made great 
sacrifices in other directions, he said, 
Many of the dominions had suffered 
severely owing to the limitations of 
imports into the United Kingdom, al- 
though many people failed to realize 
the greatness of the sacrifices imposed 
upon the domigions in this connec- 
tion. They were bearing a very 
heavy: war. expen re and were sim- 
ultaneously called, on to bear a very 
heavy burden owing . to interference 
with their trade. 

Mr. Long paid a tribute to the mag- 
nificence, patience and good will with 
which the: dominions had made this 
sacrifice, There was no. foundation, 
he said, for criticism that any part of 
the empire had not done its full share 
iu the war. 

The volume of support from the 
dominions was, he said, steadier now 
than it had ever been.

Heat And Drought In July 
Will Reduce Western 
Production. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Aug. . 14.—The census 
and statistics office issued today a pre- 
liminary estimate of the yield of fall 
wheat, for 1917 and a report on the 
condition of other field crops, based 
on the returns of correspondents at 
the end of July. 

The preliminary estimate of the av- 
erage yield per acre of fall-sown wheat 
for 1917 is 22 bushels as compared 
with 21% bushels in 1916; 29.41 bué 
shels in 1915, and 21,70 bushels the 
average of the seven years 1910 to 
1916. The total yield of fall wheat 
for 1917 is therefore now estimated 
at 17,816,000 bushels, from 809,250 
harvested acres, as compared with 
20,060,000 bushels from 932,500 acres 
in 1916. 

Saskatchewan now runks as_ the 
second fall wheat province, with 2,- 
220,000 bushels from 
and Alberta is third with 836,000 bu- 
shels from 38,000 acres, 

Ontario is First 

The condition of spring wheat for 
the whole of Canada has receded from 
85 per cent of the standard at the end 
of June to 77 at the end of July. In 
the west excessive heat and drought 
during July brought the condition 
down by July 31 to figures below 70 
per cent of the standard, spring wheat 
being 68 in Manitoba, 63 in Saskat- 
chewan and 64 in Alberta, whilst 
oats are 62 in Manitoba, 53 in Sas- 
katchewan and 67 in Alberta.

Premier's Reply 

Sir Robert Borden, in reply to Mr, 
Graham, said that the government had 
no right to take away any private 
property without giving full value, 
The plan proposed by Mr, Graham

CITY BY FURIOUS HAILSTORM 


The most violent and destructive 
hai! storm that has been ict:own for 
many years*struck Edmonton Monday 
afternoon, doing a great amount of 
damage. principally on the north side. 
Thousends of pans of window glass 
were broken, and much injury done to 
gardens, besides minor losses which 
resulted, Fortunately the area tra- 
versed by the storm was of Ilmited 
extent and crop damage is practically 
}nil, Starting from the vicinity of 8t, 
Albert the damage was confined to | 
a strip of territory about a mile and 
a half across in its widest part and 
narrowing to about three quarters of 
a mile when it reached the city. 

South of the river the violence of 
the storm was practically spent and 
the farming districts adjacent all re- 
port a smart shower of rain but no 
hail, In fact the damage was virtu- 
ally confined, as far as The Bulletin 
was able to ascertain, to St. Albert 
and a small portion of the St. Albert 
district; to West Edmonton, or Calder, 
and to the East End, with the West 
End subering somewhat but not to 
the same degree. 

Came from Nor’-Nor-West 

During the early part of the after- 
noon the sun shone brightly and the 
pleasantest sort of summer weather 
prevailed. Then “thunder caps” piled 
up on the northwest horizon which 
rapidly assumed a most portentious 
aspect. A dense bank of black cloud, 
shot with the whitish bands which 
presage hail, blotted out the sun, 
There was a preliminary dash of 
rain, Thtn the rush of the wind was 
heard, and, from the nor'-nor’-west 
the bombardment opened.

Three quarters of an hour after the 
first blast the storm was over, the 
clouds had passed and the sun was 
shining as though nothing had hap- 
pened, 


Rush On The Glaziers, 


It ts impossible to compute the 
amount of damage done, but it must 
run well up into the thousands of 
dollars, The item of window glass! 
replacement alone will be a big one. 
There will be a rush on the glaziers 
and hardware men today. In fact, it 
began last night and the indications 
are bright that the dealers will be all 
sold out today. Many people got up 
thelr storm windows and buttoned 
them into place to cover the devasta- 
tlon wrought by the hail, 

Down town a host of shoppers was 
trapped in stores while the tempest 
raged, It was out of the question to 
face it, The hailstones were, in many 
cases, as large as hazel nuts and were 
propelled with tremendous violence, 
They lay in windrows in the lee of the 
buildings but soon melted away when 
the sun came out. A number of signs 
were blown down and several flags 
were blown to ribbons.

A whole family have come out,.a 
family who have been in the north for 
half a century. The prospettor with 
samples of untapped mineral wealth 
was there; the little Scotch bride and 
groom of a year, who went in to help 
bulld the school in the Hay River 
district and who “never had a: lone- 
some minute,” and the New York 
journalist with his “data” photographs 
and curios, Ther? there were a num- 
ber of young boys coming out to the 

reat world to go to school-——boys who 
fave never eaten ice cream cones and 
who describes the electric lights as 
“fire in bottles.” 

There is ruggedness about these 
men of the north, a fearless look in 
their eyes, a certain shyness of man- 
ner which one so aptly described as, 
“feeling lonesome in a crowd," a con- 
vineing personality of the finest type. 

They have hrought with them quan- 
tities of native curios such as porcu- 
pine belts, embroidered moccasins, Ds- 
Kimo euits, carved birch chaira with 
“babysche” (seats of caribou sinew), 
cribbage boards made of walrus tusks 
and primitive moose horn spoons and 
stone pots. 

Aged Pioneer of North, 

At the age of eighty-nine, after a 
life of over half century spent in the 
Arctic regions of Canada, G. P. Gandilt, 
a pensioned factor of the Hudson's 
Bay company, a9 now on his last trip 
which is bringing him “out” of the 
north where he has spent the greater 
part of his l'fe, 

Mr, Gaudet is a remarkable man 
for his age. His eyo ia still bright and 
elear, hie whole countenance betokens 
the ruggedness and health of the out- 
door life he has led. Beyond the 
help of a cane his walk is sull firm 
and eteady. 

Accompanying him, is his son Fred 
Gaudet, also a pensioned Hudson's 
Bay factor at Ft. Good Hope, his 
daughter, Miss Gaubet, who isthe only 
surviving daughter of sevon and his 
grandson, These are representatives 
of three generations of the Gaudet 
‘family and they still retain the cour- 
teous manners of the fine old French 
family in Montreal of which they are 
a branch, There is only one member 
of the family left im the fac north, 
Charles, more popularly known as 
“Tim,” who is a Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany factor ac Ft, Norman, 

Agnes Deans Cameron speaks of the 
Gaudet home and their hospitality at 
Fort Good Hope in her book the “New 
North.” G. W. Douglas mentiona the 
help of Charles at Port Norman in 
his book “Lambs Forlorn.” 

Mr, Gaudet and party will remain 
some time in Peace River, ete. guests 
of his son John Gaudet, to whom they 
are restoring a eon, a boy of nine 
years who has been with his grand- 
father in the north ever since hoe was 
but seventeen months old. They’ ex- 
pect to proceed to Montreal later, 

Rack After Four Years 

Conatable A. ITamont, a young 
Scotchman, who has epent the past 
four years at Fort McPherson, came 
“out" this year. Sergeant Edgerts 
and he were in charge of an insane 
Lorechieux Indian, who had attempt- 
ed to murder his own family. Dur- 
ing his four years sojourn at Herschel 
feland and Fort McPherson constable 
Lamont being a keen observer, hao a 
fund of information, and interesting 
tales of the habits of the Indian and 
the Coppermine Eskimos. He has 
brought with him a rare collection 
of curlos of Indlan and Eskimo arti- 
oles that can only be obtained on Are- 
tic expeditions, perfect examples of 
the craft of the little depleted tribe 
of the Coppermine Eskimo, as it is 
only of comparatively late years that 
the white man has come in touch with 


them.

After some time 
Spent at various Indian reserves he 
went on across Lake Athabasca and 
down Slave river to Great Slave Lake 
and ag far north as Fort Simpson. 
Although the Indians in the territories 
are not Treaty Indians, the Dominion 
government helps them in many ways, 
such as providing fishing nets, educa- 
ting the Indian children, at various 
missions looking after the sick, and 
providing rations in hard years. 

Mr. Conroy had the pleasure of at- 
tending the celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the mission at Fort 
Providence, which 1s a river journey of 
neerly a thousand miles from Edmon- 
ton. The menu of the anniversary 
banquet was composed of vegetables, 
grown In the mission garden, cariboo 
roasts and fish from Great Slave Lake. 
Mr. Conroy states that the vegetation 
in this district is very luxuriant, that 
the wheat is farther ahead than more 
southern points. Last year they rais- 
ed over a thousand bushels of pota- 
toes. Mr. Conroy's inspectorate tin- 
cludes parts of British Columbia, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta,

Restaurants Await Official Order 


Betore Eliminatin 


g Beef and Bacon; 


Expect Rus for Eggs as Substitute 


Edmonton restaurants are anxiously 
waiting for the publication in the 
Canada Gazette of the official order in 
counct! declaring the regulations for 
publie eating houses in full force and 
effect. 

Although the matter is one for keen 
discussion in the public eating houses 
of the city the opinions expressed on, 
the subject by the restaurant and 
hotel managers are of a varied nature 
and no agreement seems to be reached 
as to what the exact result will be. 

Here is what restaurants must not 
do, according to the special act al- 
ready passed: 

Serve bacon 
and Fridays, 

Serve meat at more than one meal 
in each day.

Rome, Aug. 14.—Peace proposals | 


made by Pope Benedict have been de- 
livered to all the belligerent govern- 
ments, 

The pope suggests restoration of 
Belgium,SSerbia and Roumania and 
peaceful solution of the problems of 
Alsace-Lorraine, Tront, Trieste and 
Poland, according to reports received 
from vatican sources, It is expected 
the proposals will be published today 
by the vatican. 

What Washington Hears 

Washington, Aug. 14.—The atate 
department acknowledges that it had 
received unofticial knowledge of Pope 
Benedict's peace proposal before te- 
day's news Gtpatches wore received 
here. No official cognizance can be 
taken of ft until the proposal is con- 
veyed officially, Whatever considera- 
tion is given to it will be after consul- 
tation with the allies. 

Inspired by Germany 

At the apostolic delegation all 
knowledge of the Pope's proposal was 
disclaimed, It waa said the papal 
delegate had not transmitted it to the 
United States government and did not 
expect to do 60. The opinion was ex- 
pressed that it would come through a 
neutral government. 

Within the entente diplomatic circle 
the opinion was freely and promptly 
expressed that the peace proposal was 
inspired by Germany and waa an at- 
tempt to eplit the allies in a conflicting 
discussion of thelr war aims.

Reduction of armaments, settlement 
of all international disputes by arbi- 
tration, freedom of the scas and no 
retaliatory after-the-war economic 
etruggle for mop romacy, are the foun- 
dation stones of Pope Benedict's peace 
proposals. 

The pope’s proposal declares that 
the injuries to all belligerents have 
been so great there should be no 
thought of reparation except for the 
réturn of territory. 

Included in the restoration of terri- 
tory, the pope’s proposals insist should 
be the return to Germany of her col- 
onies, as well as the complete restora- 
tion of Belgium to her sovereignty. 

Pro} is Confirmed 


London, Aug. 14.—‘‘There has been 
great diplomatic activity recently at 
the papal secretartal, numerous diplo- 
mats haying long interviews with Car- 
dinal Gasparri,” (papal eecretary of 
state) the Rome correspondent of the 
Exchange Telegraph company cables.

The collection of taxes is an un- 
pleasant subject, but one to which 
some more than usually serious at- 
tention will have to be given if the 
city is to be kept solvent. In fact 
there is due a complete reversal of 
the normal attitude that has pre- 
vailed toward the general question 


of taxation. If we had taken this 
subject more seriously in the past 
we should have less cause to worry 
today. And it is equally true that 
the amount of worrying we shall 
have to do in future will be large- 
ly determined by our readiness to 
face the issue frankly now and to 
work it out to a solution. 


In the speculative period nobody 
cared particularly what the taxes 
amunted to, nor what became of 
the money. There was a prevalent 
expectation that ‘‘the other fol- 
low’’ would have to pay them, 
and naturally, not much concern 
was in evidence as to how much he 
might have to pay nor as to how 
he was going to do it. Since the 
high tide of realty anticipations 
subsided and exposed the hard 
fact that it is the present holders 
of the property who are _ liable, 
there has been an equally general 
and natural disposition to post- 
pone the paying as long as pos- 
sible, due partly to the fact that 
money was scarce and partly to 
the fact that everyone was uncer- 
tain as to the future and anxious 
to conserve his cash resources. 
The city council, needing money, 
has adopted the expedient of bor- 
rowing against the unpaid taxes, 
and used it until it can be used no 
longer. The delinquent property- 
holder in a large number of cases 
has joined the militia corps and 
thus secured protection against 
measures to enforce collection. 
The city is therefore in a financial 
strait. On the one hand are the 
tax-arrears debentures, and other 
obligations, which have to be 
paid; on the other, the back taxes, 
a large proportion of which can- 
not be collected. 


That is a situation which cannot 
continue. It must be solved delib- 
erately and in the way thought 
best, or matters wil take their 
own course and work out a solu- 
tion regardless of consequences to 
the individual and the city. The 
point to be got clearly and vividly 
in mind is that indecision and in- 
action are no longer to be counted 
on for even a stay of proeeedings. 
The initiative has passed out of 
the hands of the city council. The 
aldermen are not masters of the 
situation, but subject to it. They 
cannot save the city and also pro- 
tect the delinquent, and their duty 
is to save the city. That can only 
be done by getting in the tax ar- 
rears, whether by appeal for vol- 
untary payment or by legal pro- 
ceedings. Likely both will have 
to be resorted to. There is reason 
to believe that an appeal ‘to civic 
patriotism, such as is now being 
made with the co-operation of the 
Board of Trade and Rotary Club, 
may bring in a good proportion of 
the arrears. But it is useless to 
expect that it will bring in enough 
to excuse those who will not try 
to respond from being compelled 
to either pay up or allow their 
property to be sold. In fact the 
more successful the appeal the 
more will the council be under 
pressure to use legal compulsion 
where there is no effort to re- 
spond, The man who pays what 
he can has a right to demand that 
the city shall not be imperilled by 
withholding —_ legal procedure 
against the one who will not try 
to pay; and the more numerous 
the voluntary payers become the 
more insistent will be the demand 
for action against the voluntary 
delinquents,

Hansary Report, t, July ly 23rd. 

Mr, Oliver—The order in council 
has conferred upon the board of 
grain supervisors very remarkable 
powers, I fancy it would be safe to 
say that all the power that was dele- 
gated to the government by parila- 
ment in the War Measures Act has 
again been delegated by the govern- 


p iol to the board of grain super- 
isors in the matter of handling and 
Ytealing with the grain crop. 

Sir eorge Foster—As far as de- 
fined there. 

Mr. Oliver—Does tt only apply to 
wheat; does it apply to other grain? 

Sir George Foster—To grain. 

Mr. Oliver—All grain? 

fir George Foster Yer. 

Mr, Otiver—And to Eastern Can- 
ada as well as Western Canada, or 
only to Western Canada? 

Sir George Foster—It applies to 
all Canada, 

Mr, Ollver—It is a matter of very 
grave interest to every one as to the 
times and occasion and circumstances 
under which the board will exercise 
these very great powers. My hon. 
friend informed the House that the 
granting of the powers did not ne- 
cessarily mean the exercise of the 
powers, that they would be exercised 
as occasion demanded. 

Sir George Foster—There is a pur- 
pose to be accompxshed. If they ac- 
complish that purpose without fixing 
the price they will not exercise the 
power. 

Mr. Oliver—It is of very great in- 
terest to the public to have knowledge 
as to the circumstances and character 
of the occasions under which this 
board will exercise those extraordin- 
ary powers. That must be, I presume, 
a matter of explaining the arrange- 
ments or instructions as between the 
government and the board. Just on 
that point I am sure the House and 
the country will be glad to hear from 
the minister. 

Sir George Foster—There are no 
instructions given by the government, 
or ‘by any member of the government, 
to the board. There are the powers 
and they exercise the powers .n the 
way in which we have discusse1 this 
afternoon.. If the board wish to con- 
sult with me as the minister under 
whom they act to a certain extent— 
that is, they report to me—they have 
the right of consultation, but I do not 
consider, and it is not within the four 
corners of the order in council, that 
they are to be directed by the govern- 
ment. Certainly no direction has 
taken place up to this present time. 

Mr. Oliver—The authority vested in 
this board is an authority to com- 
mandeer the grain crop of Canada. 
The minister, surely, was not a party 
to placing that enormous, thit stu- 
pendous, power in'/the hands of oth- 
erwise private Individuals w.tnout 
having an appreciation of, or an un- 
derstanding as to, the circumstances 
under which such a etupendous power 
would be exercised. Surely the min- 
ister can enlighten us on that p»int? 

Sir George Foster—Again, I dm un- 
ablo to give my hon. friend’ the 
information whioh I do not possess, 
and which, if I gave it to him, I 
would have to manufacture, I can 
only answer as to the facts as they 
are and these are the facts: This 
power is not a power over everything 
under heaven and on earth. It has 
to do with « certain line of action to 
bring about a certain. result. The 
purpose is that the Allies shall get 
the surplus grain that they want from 
Canada, this board is for the pur- 
pose of carrying out that idea, and it 
was given these powers in order that 
that might be done, going no farther 
than the etorage place, as was ex- 
plained before the dinnér hour. When 
the grain is stored then they have a 
choice of the various powers which 
I outlined. But the whole purpose of 
it is that for reasonable and fair prices 
pald the surplus grain may be put 
in the hands of the Allies for their 
purposes, conserving what is neces- 
sary for the use of our millers and 
for Canadian consumption, 

Mr, Oliver—Are we to understan1 
that this action on their part does not 
require confirmation by the govern- 
ment, no matter what the action may 
be? 

Sir George Foster—Of course, the 
government always have the power, 

| when originating and passing an order 
in council, to cancel it, 

Mr. Oliver—I have pressed the min- 
ister very strongly in regard to this 
matter, and T have done so because 
of its importance. Although, under 
this power, the grain supervisors have 
not control of everything in the 
heavens above or on the earth be- 
neath, they have control of such an 
important part of what is on the face 
of the earth that there ts no man in 
Canada but muet feel the very deep 
interest in the exercise of the tre- 


mendous authority vested in them, | 


do not wish to be understood as finding 
fault at this stage of the proceedings 
with the object in view as stated by 
the minister; that is to ensure that the 
grain of Canada shall reach the Allies 
at reasonable prices, Under the present 
circumstances of success that is a 
very proper purpose and is the ob-}| 
ject of governmental action. But t! 
cannot agree that tt is an entirely 
satisfactory position in which the 
people of Canada find themselves un- 
der the order {n council and subiect to 
the policy as laid down by the min- 
ister. I gather from what ho sald that 
the board of grain supervisors may 
commandeer any amount of grain 
they please, at any time they please, 
and at any price they please, and 
that the only remedy the govern- 
ment has is to cancel their powers, 
and that the only remedy parlament 
would have would be to upset the 
government if circumstances woul 
permit of such a thing being done 
I hope to be excused if I say that [ 
do not agree that that is a satisfactory 
arrangement, This parliament is, or 
| ought to be, responsible to the people 
| of Canada, The government should be 
| responsible to this parliament for 
| every act which is done under the au- 
| thority of the government which af- 
| fects the people of Canada. That the 
j board should be constituted, as far 
‘as possible, on lines removed from 
direction or control by the govern- 
ment of the country, that is to say, 
by parliament—is not, It seems to me, 
an arrangement that I could approve 
of as being eatisfactory. I would not 
be prepared to argue that a reason- 
ab'y wise choice has not been made 
in the selection of the board of gratin 
| supervisors. I have the pleasure of an 
nequaintanece with someemembers of 
tho board, ard others I do not know.

Mr. Oliver—-I misstated the case 
when I said all the grain. But all the 
grain in storage in Canada they can 
sell at any price they please, and the 
owner must accept that price. I re- 
call that a couple of years ago, at the 
direct instance of the government, 
some 15,000,000 bushels of grain were 
commandeered in the terminal ele- 
vators at Fort William. I recall the 
difficulties that arose out of that com- 
mandeering, and 1 wanted to have 
absolutely fixed the responsibility for 
whatever may take place when similar 
action is.taken, if it ever is taken, by 
the board of grain supervisors. Lai 
us not make any mistake; we are giv- 
ing our assent here to power that .s 
of the most extraordinary and far- 
reaching character. While we agree 
that under certain circumstances and 
conditions it may be proper to exercise 
that power, there may be very wide 
differences of opinion as to its merit at 
the time it is exercised. I wanted, 
therefore, at this time and in this 
place to have fixed. absolutely the res- 
ponsibility which my hon. friend has} 
oMicially and in’ express terms as- 
sumed. te:

In regard to the idea of a guaran- 
teed minimum price, it is well known 
that in the Prairie West land can be 
brought under cultivation probably os 
quickly and at as little expense as 
land in any other country in the world, 
and it is as productive when brought 
under cultivation.

being fed in the municipal soup kit- 
chens, owing to the difficulty of ob 
taining food supplies for individual 
householders, The number has fallen 
off somewhat now that fresh vege- 
tables are obtainable, it having reach- 
ed the maximum in April, May and 
June. 

It is expected that the number will 
linerease again considerably during 
| the coming winter. 

The above figures do not take into 
consideration the school kitchens 
where a midday meal is supplied for 
pupils, nor the canteens maintained 
at many factories and in the ship- 
yards, 

The summer vegetable season has 
slightly reduced the death rate which 
during the first week of June was 49 
per cent. higher than the birth rate, 
200 births being recorded to 298 
deaths, 

The excess of deaths now has fallen 
to about 30 per cent.

Seldom has there been a robber, un- 
connected with political movements, 


whose life has become the theme both | 


of a novel and a poem. Eugene Aram, 
a man of great talents and a profound 


scholar, is one of these, 

Hugene Aram was born in York- 
shire, He received a fair education, 
then returned to his native place and 
married unfortunately. He thon went 
to Knarosborough, where he began to 
study Greek, Latin and Hebrew. All 
this took place before 1744. He then 
went to London once more, became 
usher in a school and studied Arwhic 
and other ancient oriental languages, 
besides Celtic and botany.
